The Arizona Department of Homeland Security (AZDOHS) was established in 2006 by the Arizona State Legislature to
support the mission of providing strategic direction and access to federal homeland security grant program resources
that will further enable the stakeholders' collective goals to prevent, protect, mitigate, respond to and recover from
terrorist attacks and other critical hazards that affect the safety, well-being and economic security of Arizona.

ACTIVITY AND PERFORMANCE MEASURES

At the end of FY 2019, all Homeland Security Regional Advisory
Councils (RACs) had Tribal representatives. RAC members serve a 3-
year term and help to determine funding priorities for the grant
programs administered through the AZDOHS. As vacancies occur,
AZDOHS’s Border and Tribal Liaison works with AZDOHS Strategic
Planners to recommend and reach out to prospective Tribal

representatives.

January 2020 - Tribal communities were informed of the State
Homeland Security Grant Program, Grant Information Seminars. These
seminars outline the application process for the upcoming grant cycle.

July 2019 - Tribal communities received notification of the training
opportunities available: FEMA Hazard Mitigation Assistance Division,
Building Resilient Infrastructure and Communities; National Tribal
Emergency Management Council, Interdiction for the Protection of
Children; AMBER Alert training sponsored by Fort McDowell.

August 2019 — National Native American Law Enforcement Association,
Collaborative training event scheduled for August 27-29.

January 2020 — Department of Justice, Domestic Violence Fatality
Review Team training — opportunity forwarded to tribal communities.

February 2020 — Hazardous Waste Operator & Emergency Response
training — opportunity forwarded to tribal communities.

August 2019 - Tribal communities notified of 2018 Threat and Hazard
Identification and Risk Assessment/Stakeholder Preparedness Review
Workshop. THIRA/SPR is a requirement for the Tribal Homeland
Security Grant Program.

March 2020 — Informed Tribal stakeholders of Department of Justice
Bureau of Justice Assistance of funds available to tribes for Cold Case
Murder.

July 2019 - June 2020 — National Native American Law Enforcement
Association newsletters were forwarded to the tribal communities.
These newsletters contain articles on current events as well as provide
information on training opportunities.

Since the Tribal Homeland Security Grant Program was implemented several years, more Tribes have opted to apply
directly to FEMA under that program. We continue to look for opportunities to enhance tribal partnerships via
outreach as well as attending Tribal seminars, conferences or other events.
